awton moved the press to San Francisco in 1952 and 

from that time on his wife Freda worked at the press 

full-time. Their son Alfred also began working at the 

press and in 1963 became a partner. When Freda died 

in 1965 Alfred became an equal partner with his father 
and the press imprint usually read: Designed and printed by 
Lawton and Alfred Kennedy. Lawton remarried in 1966 but 
his wife Renée did not take part in the business at that time. In 
1978, the partnership was dissolved and Alfred left the firm. 
Lawton, who had suffered from heart trouble for several years, 
died October 21, 1980. The Wentworth book was the last book 
Lawton saw through the press and the last to read: Lawton 
Kennedy, Printer. After Lawton’s death, Renée stepped in to 
see that the last of the firm’s printing commitments were met, 
with the help of Marianne Hinckle. ‘The imprint for the Mar- 
shall and Bradbury books was: Lawton Kennedy Printers. ‘The 
press closed completely in the summer of 1982 shortly after the 
completion of the Bradbury volume for the Limited Editions 
Club.

in San Francisco 


PETER RUTLEDGE KOCH 


y the spring of 1978 I had a four-year-old modest de- 
sign and printing business in support of my publishing 
activities in Missoula, Montana, but I yearned for an 
Irish coffee that came without a maraschino cherry 
atop the whipped cream. I had had my fill of cutthroat 
trout, deer steak and Jack Daniels. I was working with a di- 
minished palate. What I really needed was to be near a world- 
class typesetter and a few thousand restaurants to choose from. 

I, my wife Shelley Hoyt, and our dog China, arrived in San 
Francisco in September driving the late twentieth-century 
equivalent to the Conestoga wagon, a U-Haul truck, 5000 
pounds overloaded with the presses on the bottom layer and the 
mattresses on the top. Shelley was seven months pregnant and I 
thought, better now than never. I had surveyed the region 
earlier in August and had rented a small store front with live-in 
accommodations at 393 Hayes Street, just a few doors up the 
block from where Richard Hilkert’s bookshop is today. In 1978 
it was a neighborhood still in transition. On the block there 
were two second-hand furniture stores, a violin maker, a guitar 
maker, a plumber and a purveyor of sheet music and we shared 
the street with the junkies and pimps that lived in what is now 
the swell Ivy Court building. 

I anxiously set the shop in running order, hung the Black 
Stone Press sign in the window and hit the street looking for 
work. My first stop was the Press in ‘Tuscany Alley, for I had 
spent long winter hours in the Northern Rockies with icicles 
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hanging from the eaves trying to imagine the bust of Gutenberg 
gently mouldering there in a corner of the garden. Joyce and 
Adrian had just returned from Europe and were looking for an 
apprentice to work with them under the Maestro-Apprentice 
program that the California Arts Council had recently offered 
Adrian. I had arrived just in the nick of time and when Adrian 
called me a few days after my visit to offer me a position, I was 
so elated that before the receiver had cooled I had bought my 
first celebratory bottle of cabernet sauvignon, a luxury that I 
felt I now could afford having been offered a 3-day work week 
and a 4-dollar-an-hour wage before taxes. I was so excited by 
the prospect that when I arrived for my first day of work Adrian 
met me at the garden door of the studio with a gentle smile and 
a wink and reminded me that I was to begin the week after 
Thanksgiving. 

I began to search around in Hayes Valley for an apartment 
and I found myself one sunny afternoon looking wistfully at a 
lovely flat atop the Green Gulch Grocery at Page and Laguna. 
A tall handsome fellow came up to me and inquired if I was the 
guy they had sent to move his couch. I replied that I had not 
been sent but I was ready to lend a hand if necessary. As it hap- 
pened I had been staring at Avs flat—and when I hazarded an 
explanation as to why I was standing in the middle of the inter- 
section staring up at his flat, I managed to squeeze in that I had 
just moved here from Montana, I was the publisher of Black 
Stone Press Editions and that I was looking for an apartment in 
the neighborhood as my family was about to enlarge and we had 
to vacate the back of the shop. 

When he heard ‘Black Stone Press’ he grinned and said, 
‘“Hey man, I just gave you some money.” He now had my full 
attention. His name was Peter Coyote and he had recently sat 
on the literature panel of the National Endowment for the Arts 
and that I had just been awarded a publishing grant. ‘This was 
good news indeed and a most amazing coincidence since Jim 
Welch, a novelist and fellow denizen of Eddie’s Club, an in- 
famous watering hole on the main street of Missoula, had sug- 
gested I look Peter up as soon as I could because “‘he’s going to 
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be President some day” and I might benefit from his acquaint- 
ance. I still print his stationery today and still harbor ideas 
about how I will reform the postal system’s design and printing 
of stamps when Peter does become President. 

By late fall I was planning a publishing party for Adam Corn- 
ford’s book of poems Shooting Scripts at the Intersection Gallery 
in North Beach. There I met Jim Hartz, the organization and 
energy behind the famous Intersection Poetry Series. Hartz and 
I began cooking up what was to become the Square Zero 
Broadside series, poems written by some prominent poets in- 
cluding W. S. Merwin, Kenneth Rexroth and Robert Duncan. 
It was a shoestring operation bankrolled by an anonymous 
patron who, through Jim, provided funds for printing and 
about 50 sheets of Bob Serpa’s handmade paper. Each broad- 
side required an expedition to Serpa’s Wood Street mill in the 
deeps of West Oakland, just a few blocks from the Southern 
Pacific Railway Station. Bob would greet me at the door and 
after about an hour of swapping tales about hasheesh eating in 
Morocco or life on the Idaho/Montana border, Bob would 
surrender an armload of second sheets at a patronly low price 
knowing the shallow draft of my financial pocket. I would 
usually finish printing the day of the reading and Jim would sit 
the poet down and get them signed early in the evening and try 
to peddle a few after the performance. Nobody got rich but I 
have seen more of them framed and in prominent places than 
any other examples of our work. 

Not long after I arrived I attended a book fair at the Univer- 
sity of San Francisco. There I met D. Steven Corey, who since 
that first fleeting glimpse—he said he was coursing (like the 
Borzoi) and couldn’t stop and could I come by the library some 
afternoon and chat?—has become a treasured friend and a 
most staunch supporter of my work. My earliest and most con- 
sistent jobs were exhibition notices, bookplates and announce- 
ments for the Gleeson Library’s Department of Special Col- 
lections. Each announcement presented us with an opportunity 
to design a miniature typographic poster of bibliophilic interest 
and, in addition, I could familiarize myself with the content of 
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the exhibit. I was getting paid to research my favorite topic... 
books! It was through Steven’s collections and exhibitions that 
I first encountered en masse the work of John Henry Nash, the 
Allen Press, Victor Hammer, Eric Gill, Robinson Jeffers and 
the company of younger generation printers that so distinguish 
the Gleeson Library’s collections. As I look back over our work 
that first year I am reminded how warmly I was received by 
Adrian and Steven and how generously they shared their 
friendship and acquaintance. 

While at Adrian’s Studio I worked on the Book Club’s A 
Matter of Taste, writings on architecture by Willis Polk. It was 
through this book that I first encountered the Club’s executive 
director, Gaye Kelly. Gaye was exceptionally helpful and she 
invited me to re-design the Book Club stationery and the Aims 
and Activities brochure. ‘There soon followed a book, A Trumpet 
of Our Own, writings on the Indian problem, by the noted 
Cherokee author, John Rollin Ridge edited by David Farmer 
and Rennard Strickland. 

I printed the book on an antique demi-royal Colt’s Armory 
press that had recently traveled around the West like some 
itinerant circuit rider. I had purchased the press from Clifford 
Burke, then living in the State of Washington, while I was still 
in Montana. Clifford delivered the press to my door one hot 
afternoon in 1977 and I packed it back to San Francisco the 
next fall and set it up not too far from where Clifford had orig- 
inally discovered it. I could tell tales about that press for some 
paragraphs yet .. . but this is not the time. I half-feared and 
half-expected that all the sophisticated San Francisco printers 
and big city bibliophiles would scrutinize most critically this 
production by the new kid on the block . . . so [ was demanding 
near perfection from my old Colt’s. I had to tear down one form 
3 times and make ready another 3 times before, in utter desper- 
ation, I called upon Andrew Hoyem and got a timely lesson in 
press-work. Bumpers! I needed a bumper glued onto the chase 
to bear-off the load of an off balance form! 

Craftsmanship has its limits, however, and I drew the line at 
printing for other designers, or, at least I tried to draw the line, 
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but on several occasions when desperate for rent money, I suc- 
cumbed to the temptation and nearly always regretted it. As a 
rule, graphic designers are a somewhat uneducated lot when it 
comes to hot-metal typography and fine custom papers and 11 
years ago, before the current letterpress vogue they hadn’t the 
foggiest idea how to achieve fine printing. When the job didn’t 
look exactly like what they had envisioned, due, naturally, to 
their own inexperience and the natural limitations of letterpress 
technology, they would try to pass the blame off on the printer 
and get a consideration for the disappointment they suffered. 
Designers and printers are natural enemies and had I the wis- 
dom I should have sent them to my competitors. 

‘Through my association with Adrian and Steven I met Father 
William Monihan. Father Monihan’s custom of fine printing 
precedes my days in San Francisco by some years and when I 
was invited to begin printing keepsakes and announcements for 
the Gleeson Library Associates I was honored by a tradition for 
which I had deep respect. Before passing muster I found myself 
learning to design like Lawton Kennedy, a job I found to my 
taste, for Lawton had a graceful and unpretentious style that 
readily accommodated the nature of the material. 

During those first two years there were also numerous an- 
nouncements for the Special Collections Department of the San 
Francisco Public Library under the direction of Johanna Gold- 
schmid. Booksellers and galleries were always welcome clients, 
among which were Jeffrey Thomas, Philippe Bonnafont, Jo- 
seph Baird, Bernard Rosenthal and William Stout, to name a 
few. I even crossed the Bay on rare occasions and then would 
visit James Hart at The Bancroft Library. Through his kind 
office I received several post card jobs and the pleasure of work- 
ing with Lawrence Dinnean and Jim Kantor on the exhibition 
catalog for Les Jeunes, a delightful introduction to some of the 
characters of fin de siécle bohemian San Francisco.

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Gifts @ Acquisitions 


The Club has received so many important gifts recently that it is virtually 
impossible to see each acknowledged in our Quarterly in as timely a fashion 
as we would wish. Gifts to the Club are acknowledged with a formal “thank 
you” at the time they are received, and they will in time be acknowledged 
and reviewed in the Quarterly. Meanwhile, we beg your forbearance, and 
thank you all for continuing to remember the Club with your generous gifts. 

The library has received an outstanding group of books from member 
bookseller, publisher and printer, W. ‘Thomas ‘Taylor, of Austin, Texas. 

It is almost impossible to select the most impressive book in this incom- 
parable gift. Perhaps the most unusual is one in which Taylor was the 
distributor. 

The Tragedie of King Lear with thirty-nine large wood cuts by Claire Van 
Vliet is the largest book. ‘This very impressive folio was issued in an edition 
of only 160 copies with a binding almost impossible to describe—designed 
by the artist in birch boards, hand-decorated and with a pigskin spine. ‘The 
book is housed in a black chemise with a stout linen-buckram slipcase. It 
was printed on paper made especially by Katie McGregor and Bernie 
Vinzani. The total design setting and presswork was done by Michael 
Alpert at the Theodore Press, Bangor, Maine, and Claire’s woodcuts were 
printed by the artist at the Janus Press in West Burke, Vermont. Our copy 
is number 62 of 160 and is signed by Claire Van Vliet. This is indeed a 
spectacular book—but it is not the only one... . 

Twelve Bindings by Michael Wilcox, with remarks by Michael Wilcox on 
the books he bound, by Elaine Smyth and W. Thomas Taylor, 1985, is more 
than a beautiful ‘‘picture” book. Very ingeniously, each right-hand page 
has a tipped-in excellent color reproduction of one of Wilcox’s amazing 
bindings. The first illustration is the Grabhorn’s Magee-Heller Bibliog- 
raphy, 1940-1956, and on the left-hand page a reproduction of all of the 
Grabhorn printing devices, printed in a red-orange. ‘The second spread is 
another Grabhorn, their Leaves of Grass, and on the left-hand page appears 
an essay by Edwin Grabhorn printed in Goudy Newstyle borrowed from 
the Arion Press. This pattern continues for eleven incredible bindings 
‘‘flattered”’ with characteristic typographical flourishes reflecting the print- 
ers. This is a wonderful “show” book, designed by Taylor and very well 
printed for him by David Holman. Our copy was bound by Craig Jensen 
in a beautiful burgundy ribbed cloth. Copies I—X were specially bound by 
Michael Wilcox. Of the 205 copies, ours is number 204. 

Flyleaves (Bernard Shaw), edited and with introductions by Dan H. 
Laurence and Daniel J. Leary, is one of 350 copies designed and printed by 
Henry Morris at his Bird & Bull Press, North Hill, PA for W. Thomas 
Taylor, 1977. 
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This is a unique conceit for a book, using excerpts and essays by Bernard 
Shaw on Shakespeare—Hamlet, in particular Count Kessler’s Cranach 
Press edition of that outstanding book, preceded by a facsimile holograph 
essay on the subject. Other Shaw essays are on the Ashendene Press edition 
of Dante’s Tutte le Opere; on Sir Edward Elgar on his The Seventh Suite for Brass 
Band; on 'T. E. Lawrence’s Seven Pillars of Wisdom, which was privately 
printed in 1926; on John Bunyan’s The Life and Death of Mr. Badman, as 
published by Heinemann in 1900, followed by another facsimile holograph 
note by Shaw; and closing with a long discourse on Note on the Art of this Book 
and notes and acknowledgments by the editors. The book is stoutly cased in 
a heavy orange buckram, with a handsome paste-paper for front and back 
endsheets made by Henry Morris with the title of the book and G B S 
patterned in a checker-board design. This is an unusual and well-printed 
book. 

Still another exciting folio: The Stone Beloved, six poems from Dante 
Alighieri, translated by Harry Duncan with full-page bleed lithographs by 
Peter Nickel, Austin, Texas, the Kairos Press, 1986, is one of 150 copies 
printed by Bradley Hutchinson, Nancy Ruppert, Elaine Smyth and ‘Tom 
Taylor, with a binding by Craig Jensen. This reviewer was happy to be 
reminded that Harry Duncan, a fine printer and teacher of fine printing, is 
also an accomplished scholar and translator. Some years ago (1968), the 
Club had the first complete showing in exhibition of Duncan’s work from 
his Cummington Press. 

This is another noteworthy book, both in design and execution. The 
lithographs by Peter Nickel are very impressive, with the interesting letter- 
press overprinting of the title on the title page. The book is bound in im- 
ported gray paper over heavy boards with a vellum back stamped in silver, 
housed in a heavy slipcase covered with the same gray handmade paper. 
This is another book that must be seen. 

Not the least among these wonderful gifts is Taylor’s Six Poems, from the 
Songs and Sonnets of John Donne, printed to celebrate the joyful marriage of 
Judy Lusk and Tom Taylor, July 17th 1986. This small folio is a gem! It 
was printed at the Kairos Press, Austin, Texas in Romanee type on hand- 
made Maginini paper, printed damp, in two colors, on a Reliance hand- 
press by Bradley Hutchinson and ‘Tom ‘Taylor. The binding by the Jensen 
Bindery features Fortuny cloth. (Shades of the Allen Press!) ‘The book is 
housed in a heavy Fabriano-type paper over boards with a mounted label 
on the spine. This is a charming production and expertly printed on the 
handpress. 

With the same care to design and printing, Taylor has included three 
pamphlets, Reflections on Literature and the Law, printed as Keepsake 11 for the 
University of Tulsa’s McFarlin Library, 1987, one of 1500 copies; Return to 
the Heartland, Reminiscences of Texas Books G Book People by Lawrence Clark 
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Powell, Keepsake Number Two of Southern Methodist University’s De- 
Golyer Library, 1987, one of 500 copies; and The Death of Lincoln, A Docu- 
mentary Opera by Edwin London, one of 1100 copies. 

The last of this generous gift are three octavos, the first being a two-in-one 
book: The Whole Art of Bookbinding, from an 1811 edition and The Whole 
Process of Marbling, from an 1881 edition—both of the originals are from the 
Harry Ransom Humanities Research Center at the University of Texas, at 
Austin—and both have forewords by Richard J. Middleton. Marbling has 
twelve actual examples of nineteenth-century marbling. Five hundred 
copies were printed by W. Thomas Taylor in 1987 from type set by the 
Stinehour Press. Of bibliographical interest, the original of both these books 
once belonged to St. John Hornby and to J. R. Abbey. 

The second octavo is Just Such a Time: Recollection of Childhood on the Texas 
Frontier 1858-1867, by J. M. Carroll and with delightful woodcuts (printed 
in several colors) by Barbara Whitehead. The book was produced in an 
edition of 150 copies by Bradley Hutchinson, Elaine Smyth and 'Tom Taylor 
at their Kairos Press, Austin, 1987. 

This is another well-designed and well-printed book with an unusual 
watermark paper. The book is bound, as usual, in a three-piece case with 
yellow textured paper over boards and with a leather spine stamped in 
blind. 

And finally, another treatise on bookbindings: Traité de la Relieure des 
Livres by Jean-Vincent Capronnier de Gauffecourt, translated by Claude 
Benaiteau and with an introduction by John P. Chalmers, edited by Elaine 
Smyth. Printed in an edition of 300 copies, ‘‘at the Press of W. ‘Thomas 
Taylor,’ Austin, 1987—from Van Dijck types furnished by our own 
Mackenzie-Harris. The introduction is fascinating not only for the account 
of Gauffecourt’s life, but for the various editions of this famous book taken 
from the original manuscript written in 1737, and of the establishment of 
his own private press in Geneva—where his friends were Rousseau, Vol- 
taire, and Mme d’Epinay. The book is cased in a three-part binding with 
the front covered in a textured brown paper and a 34 cloth spine with a 
mounted label. This is a handsome book that will fit well in our collection 
of books on bookbinding. AS 


From member, art dealer and publisher, James Johnson, the Club has been 
given his latest production—IJmpressions of Bohemia, with a commentary by 
former Club president, Richard Dillon. This impressive boxed portfolio 
contains an excellent review of the writers and photographers that made 
Carmel famous. Dillon notes that this area was rediscovered (circa 1905) 
by George Sterling and his cronies, Mary Austin and Jack London, and 
these later bred Robinson Jeffers, Sinclair Lewis, Lincoln Steffens, John 
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Steinbeck, Henry Miller, Gertrude Atherton, and the photographers Ed- 
ward Weston and Ansel Adams. 

All of these famous denizens are recaptured in a series of portraits by Jack 
Coughlin, a famed Connecticut artist, engraver, sculptor and etcher who 
is a Professor of Art at the University of Massachusetts and who has been 
honored in many exhibitions in this country as well as on the continent. The 
portfolio contains an etching of each of the twelve and each of these etchings 
is numbered and signed by the artist—and is accompanied by a page of 
excerpts from their writings. This notable production is housed in a strong 
portfolio with Fabriano paper sides and a half-leather back stamped in gold 
on the spine. It was published in an edition of 125 copies and printed by 
Susan Acker and Donald R. Fleming (another ex-president of the Club). 
Copies may be had at $585 (plus applicable tax) by writing the publisher 
at the Pacific Rim Galleries, Box 2012, Carmel, California 93921, or 
through your own bookstore.

Ward Ritchie has given the Club an inscribed copy of his Fine Printers, The 
New Generation in Southern California, written by Ward, for The California 
State Library, Sacramento, 1988. 

This is, in effect, a companion volume to our two Fine Printing volumes, 
the first on the San Francisco Tradition by James D. Hart, and the second on 
the Los Angeles Tradition by Ward Ritchie. 

We have made a new slipcase to house all three. 


The Club has purchased a copy of a recent and fascinating book by Nicolas 
Barker, The Butterfly Books. An Enquiry into the Nature of Certain Twentieth- 
Century Pamphlets, London: Bertram Rota, 1987. As its subtitle and dedica- 
tion (“In memory of John Carter and Graham Pollard . . .”’) reveals, the 
work is similar in purpose to Carter and Pollard’s famous study which 
exposed the forged “‘first editions” surreptitiously produced by Thomas J. 
Wise and H. Buxton Forman. 

Barker’s topic is the series of alleged first editions (of such writers as 
W. H. Auden, T. S. Eliot, Robinson Jeffers, and others) produced by the 
poet, novelist, and forger Frederic Prokosch, many of which are falsely 
dated. As background he studies Prokosch’s literary career, the history of 
the collecting of modern books, with special reference to the T. J. Wise 
forgeries, then proceeds to a meticulous and detailed examination of all the 
Prokosch pamphlets, considering the evidence of type, papers (cover and 
text), the texts themselves, printers, and provenance, concluding with some 
rather abstract reflections on mimicry, the psychology of forgers, and butter- 
flies (their place in the story I will leave to the reader to discover for his or 
her pleasure).

Book Reviews 


The Architecture of Necessity and Opportunity in Nevada Ghost Towns. By Dave 
Basso. Sparks, Nevada (Box 1431, 89432-1431), 1988. 28pp. $1o. 


New from Falcon Hill Press is this tall pamphlet, a brief but interesting 
sidebar to Nevada ghost town history, focusing on the structural materials 
of the old mining camps—tent canvas, concrete, sheet iron and, especially, 
locally available materials such as wood, adobe (and also kiln-fired bricks) 
and fieldstone. Nineteen photographs illustrate the text, showing details of 
construction of both almost anonymous ruins and famous structures such 
as Stokes Castle at Austin, and the handsome beehive-shaped charcoal 
ovens at Ward State Monument near Ely. Quite interesting.

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The Coast of California. By Tom Killion. Boston: David Godine, 1988. 
84pp. $40. 


Collectors of graphics as well as Mardersteig imprints and Californiana will 
find this impressive volume to be a “‘must”’ for their shelves. It is a revised 
and expanded version of a tour de force published in a limited edition by 
Killion at his Quail Press in 1979. This new edition was set and printed at 
the Stamperia Valdonega in Verona by Martino Mardersteig. The text is 
largely an evocative poem, ‘‘Glacial Mist,’’ whose free verse is enhanced by 
fifty-five of Tom Killion’s woodcut/lino-cut plates. 

Killion burst on the book arts scene in 1975, when he was only 22 years 
old, with his 28 Views of Mount Tamalpais. Soon, he was illustrating books by 
poet William Everson (Brother Antoninus). At first, the artist was strongly 
influenced by the monochromatic woodcut tradition of Hokusai but, in 
recent years, he has become closer to Hiroshige, who, unlike his rival, did 
not shun color. The bold blues and blacks remain Killion’s “‘trademark,”’ 
but eighteen of the plates in this volume are multicolored. Tom Killion has 
developed a very distinctive, impressionistic style, at once personal and 
powerful, and his depiction of our rugged, yet fragile, coastline lends itself 
to the forceful, polemical, text of an artist who is also a dedicated environ- 
mentalist. RicHARD DILLON 


Exhibition Notes 


D’ Ambrosio— Nineteen years and counting, is the largest one-man “‘variety”’ 
show the Club has had on display in years, and the longest-running (Jan- 
uary 9-March 30, 198Q). It is our first exhibit of member Joseph D’Am- 
brosio, whose work has been reviewed here several times before. He is from 
Sherman Oaks, California, via Chicago and is a modern Renaissance man 
in that he is a recognized fine artist, writer, print maker, silkscreen artist, 
paper maker and paper sculptor, typographer, letterpress printer and an 
accomplished, innovative hand bookbinder. It is impossible to describe all 
of the books, prints and bindings on view in this incomparable show. It is 
tempting to select a few dozen, but where to begin? We’ve commented in 
previous Quarterly reviews of his books and bindings that “‘you must see to 
believe”’ and this is particularly true of this show. 

To commemorate this retrospective show of his work, the Club commis- 
sioned D’Ambrosio to create and produce 100 posters in 25 silkscreen colors 
and two letterpress impressions, which are for sale for $30. We have allowed 
our member booksellers who will exhibit at the San Francisco Antiquarian 
Book Fair (February 10, 11, and 12) to display the poster and take orders, 
and so we expect the poster to sell out very soon. Members wishing to acquire 
a poster should contact the Club immediately. 
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Publications 


Alas, as members are well aware, our Fall 1988 book, Lawton Kennedy, 
Printer, is very much delayed, although printer Jonathan Clark is working 
away, and hopes to deliver the book in a few weeks. Meanwhile, we have 
mailed the prospectus for our Winter 1988 book, Jsadora Duncan & Gordon 
Craig, and those books may well find their way to our members before the 
Kennedy. 

Our Spring 1989 book, the second in our Literary Profiles series, Frank 
Pixley of the Argonaut, written by member John Levinsohn, is in production 
and progressing nicely, with Susan Acker of the Feathered Serpent Press 
designing and printing. Research on this book turned up a most amusing 
article on our own Book Club, from the March 10, 1923, issue of The 
Argonaut: 

In THE LovE oF Books. 


The Book Club of California increases the debt California owes it by pub- 
lishing ‘“The Letters of Ambrose Bierce,’’ reviewed in this number of the 
Argonaut by Mr. Morton Todd. It has thus preserved part of Bierce’s bril- 
liant personality; and the manner in which that has been done will be a 
eratification to all lovers of literature that see the work. 

The Book Club is not an organization for profit, but to serve the love of 
books. By discriminating patronage it is upholding the standard of book 
composition in San Francisco—and that is much to do, for the standard 
has been, and is, high. No better work in book production is to be had any- 
where, with the possible exception of Edinburgh. While it has not confined 
its efforts to California authors, the club has done a great deal to give beauti- 
ful dress to the work of such writers as Harte, Ina Coolbrith, George Ster- 
ling, Edwin Markham and Clark Ashton Smith. It published a fine edition 
of Robert Ernest Cowan’s monumental work, the “‘Bibliography of the 
History of California and the Pacific West.” It also published ““The City of 
the Golden Gate,” by Samuel Williams; and an account of the Vintage 
Festival at St. Helena by Sarah Bard Field. Going abroad, it has printed 
‘The Kasidah,” by Sir Richard Burton, and “‘Nationalism,”? by Rabindra- 
nath Tagore. ‘These things are done in the love of books and not of money. 
The works are issued in a format of beauty, executed with the utmost pre- 
cision, and ornamented, if at all, in exquisite manner. As a result, there isa 
San Francisco way to print books, and it is a way of excellence, and while 
not all, nor many, of our print shops pursue it, at least they have, held before 
them, a high type of execution and a gauge of taste. But when it comes to 
costs, that is the shadowy side of the picture, to say the least. And it is some- 
thing the Book Club might well take up. 

Book Club publications are for Book Club members, and are in closely 
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limited editions. But the club should have more members interested in 
sustaining so fine an art in San Francisco. Through such an organization, 
this city can be kept in its old place as the literary centre of the Coast, and 
that is worth a great deal. To be known the world around as a place of 
first-class book production, and of high literary appreciation, is an invalu- 
able asset. The organization, the interest, and the spirit of beautiful work 
are here.
